CIA and DIA have created a data base of manpower and 
equipment strengths which is already being used in support 
of MBFR negotiations. In addition they have both partici- 
pated in the development of an automated Soviet Warsaw Pact 
air and ground order of battle file, maintained in DIA, which 
contains community judgments of equipment and personnel 
strengths of units to the regimental level of detail. Numerous 
reports have been developed in direct support of the US MBFR 
delegation. In addition, CIA and DIA produced under the aegis 
of the NIO for Conventional Forces an interagency memorandum 
establishing official US estimated personnel strengths of 
Warsaw Pact ground forces in the NATO Guidelines Area. CIA 
with DIA participation produced a coordinated assessment of 
Warsaw Pact nuclear force levels.
